zette's special from Texarkana has the

broke with heavy wind, rain aud light- 
ning. Abcut 7p.m. Ghio's new build- 
ing, a large threo-story brick, almost com- 
pleted, was struck by lightning, and fell 
in a mass on top of u frame building 
known as the Paragon saloon, burying 
everything beneath tho ruins. 
It was 


raining in torrents at the time and kept 
up showers until about 10 o'clock at 
night. Tho lamps iu the Paragon saloon 
set tiro to tho ruins from underneath, and 
burned slowly upwards every man and 
water bucket in town was brought into 
use, and water was thrown ou the fire, 
but it finally broke out beyond control 
and burned two frame bvilctings next to 
tlie Paragon, aud now at mid-night is 
burning inside tho ruins. 
There have 


boon two persons taken out, and it is 
impossible to give the exact number 
buried in tho ruins; a report says be- 
tween twenty and thirty. Two or throe 
different parties who

out of 


the Paragon only a few moments before 
the accident there was at least thirty men 
in tho building.

THE STILES' MLKDEK. 


OHIOACO, July 11.—The innuest over 


,ho remains ot CLiirlcs Stiles, tho caller 
oC tho Boavcl of Trade, who was .shot by 
Lis inamorata at tho Palmer Honso on 
Monday morning, railed to add material- 
ly to the details of the tragic ovcut. The 
murderess, Teresa Stnrgia, alias "Made- 
me btiles" and "Italian Elt'o" was ac- 
companied by Mr. A S. Trudo as her at- 
lornoy, and at his suggestion refused to 
make a statement. WhenJClcrk Living- 
ston, of the Palmer House, reached the 
room in which the shooting took place, 
the wornaa was bending over the corpse, 
Hhe raised the'sheet and kissed tho de- 
ceased. On the way down to the first 
floor tho prisoner said, "Ho had 110 busi- 
ness to try to put me out of the room." 
The police officers testified that tho wo- 
man admitted that she had shot Stiles, and 
that her throat bore marks of choking 
m confirmation of her statement that 
Stiles had resorted to -violence. The in- 
quest ended in verdict that the prisoner 
should bo held for the Grand Jury. The 
remains of the deceased wore shipped to 
Dixou, 111., on the 3:15 train, consigned 
to Mrs. Caroline Stiles. 


A peculiar feature of the affair is that a 


thick-sot man -\vith a heavy mustcho 
wearing a straw hat and a sack coat, as- 
sisted tua prisoner in purchasing tho re- 
volver at a pawnshop on State street, and 
that when Miss Stnrgia remarked that 
she had never fired a revover in her life, 
ho replied that he would show her how it 
worked. The police have discovered 
quite a number of letters wbich had pass- 
ed between the prisoner, but nothing iu 
any one them indicates deadly hatred or 
vindictiveness. In one of the Stiles' let- 
ters ho warns her in case she indulged in 
intoxication he "would pound her black 
and blue" and in another ho sends her 
"200 kisses," and begs her to save his 
watch from going to pawn by sending 
him $50. The prisoner's letter indicate a 
desire to sunder relations with him as 
early as possible and at any cost. That 
tho couple were very unfriendly at times 
appears in a note by Stiles asking pardon 
for "past transgression" and "unmannerly 
words." Tho tragedy has given rise to 
considerable gossip and tho biaine is 
about evenly divided, many of tho friends 
of the murdered man never having enter- 
tained a suspicion that he was not all he 
appeared to be. 
The woman was held to appear before

CH.-VMOSIX, June 21.—I write you from 


Chamonix, a village iu tho beautiful val- 
ley of tho Pennine Alps, within sight of 
Hout Blanc, which to tourists presents 
many attractions and conveniences. I 
can only mention some of tho things that 
have impressed me moat, and prominent 
among thesc-is our ascent to Vesuvius. 
We left the hotel in Naples at i):30 [>. m., 
iu carriage, and rode £or live hours, 
making a gradual ascent ot tho mountain, 
iiutil we readied tho steepest part, where 
begins the railway. On our way up, we 
were surrounded by men oud boys, some 
of whom sang Neapolitan songs; .others 
gathered flowers aud fruits, and pointed 
out objects of interest along the road, 
all of which was done, not unselfishly, 
but with the expectation of ample re- 
numeration. 
I 
havo no doubt they 


thought they were doing us a ^reat kind- 
ness, but visions of

rose unpleasantly iu my mind, and I was 
glad when we left tho carriages, for 'I 
thought we would have no moro trouble 
in tho.t direction, but my spirits fell when 
I discovered the railway deposited ns 
quite a distance from tho top, and we 
were onco more besieged by the same 
men to carry ns, pull us, or push us, 
through tho loose pumice stone and 
ashes to the summit. Thair services hero 
would have been very acceptable, but 
their prices were exhorbitant. One, iu 
particular, was very persistent that ho 
should see mo safely to the top; and to 
prove to you how solicitous ho was for 
my welfare, I have only to record that he 
finally offered to do it for the remains 
of a cigar which Charlie was smok- 
ing, instead of the five franca (§1,00) 
he demanded at 
first.

fused all his offers, and in time found 
myself on tha very ,

EDGE oC THE CEATEH. 


Here wo looked down into tho fire and 
the burning stones and cinders fell all 
around us. Tha top of the mountain is 
yellow with sulphur, tho 
fumes from 


which tire so strong and sickening we 
could 
not breathe, except through a 


handkerchief. Our descent was made 
much more rapidly than the ascent und 
we reached th'o hotel at 8:30 a. m., tired 
aud dusty, but delighted with our'night's 
trip. Our entire visit in Naples was very 
enjoyable, as there are many pliiccs oil 
interest, among which aro Pompei, Sor- 
rento, and tho'island o£ Capri with its 
bine grotto. The city itself is one to 
which "distance lends enchantment." It 
is beautifully situated in the form of u 
semi-circle around the bay, aud presents 
an 
oatraccirjg 
picture 
from 
the 


bay, 
especially in 
tho 
evening, 


when it is brilliantly lighted, There aro 
more cbMdren to to the square yard in 
Naples than any place I know of, and the 
people seem to havo no idea of cleanli- 
ness. I saw one woman lead her donkey 
iu at tho front door, aud, as it was late in 
tho evening, and their house consisted ot 
only one room. I have no doubt they 
occupied the satno apartment during the 
night. Oh! Naples is full of strange 
sights,'.but stranger smells! 


AND AS TO THE PLEAS, 


I must leave that subject to your imagin- 
ation—tongue and pen fail me. 


Florence and Milan 
aro more like 


American cities than any others in Italy, 
and wo felt quite at home i:i them. 
3 u 
Florence the principal objects of inter- 
est are tho Ullizi jQallery and Pitti Pal- 
ace. These are situated on the opposite 
aides of the Ariio, bnt_are connected by a 
long.coverecl bridge, "and so form one 
large gallery o£ paintings un statuary. 
I like this collection tho best oC any i 
havo seen. In the Vatican, at liome, aro 
n lew paintings more noted, but to nie 
there was not so much of general inter- 
est. We feel that we are becoming quite 
conversant with art; 
and talk about 


Michael Angelo, '.Raphael, Mnrillo, Carlo 
Uolci, and others, as though they were 
old-time friends; and since the ruins of 
ancient Kome were so thoroughly ex- 
plained to us by Shakspeare Wood, the 
eminent archaeologist, wo speak of basil- 
icas and forums with a degree of famili- 
arity that is fairly startling. But now 


AET IS LEFT BEHIND, 


and wo have but to admire tho grand and 
beautiful in nature. One day we rode iu 
diligences over the Simplou Pass from 
Stresa to Brigue. It is an elegant road, 
bnilt by Napoleon the First, SO miles in 
length, and would put to shame any Chi- 
cago boulevard. We were fifteen hours 
in making the trip, and the dust was ter- 
rible, but we forgot all our discomforts, 
in admiration of the scenery. Then, too, 
we had such a fine opportunity to study 
peasant life. I think the men must en- 
joy very poor health—at any rate, tho 
women are the ones that do the work, 
both at home and in the field, aud no Ja- 
bor is too hard for them. In the valleys 
all along the road they were making hay, 
and 
the 
weaker 
sex, from 
the 


little 
child 
to 
the 
old woman, 


were engaged in cutting the grass, 
spreading it to dry, or packing it in 
immense baskets and carrying it home 
on their backs, sometimes fairly stagger- 
ing under the weight. The men, mean- 
time, looked on, smoked their pipes aud

The first part of the way we passed ini- 


menso granite quarries. 
There is so 


nmeh of this material that they hardly 
know liow to dispose of it, and for fi"tee_n 
miles or so, the telegraph poles were solid 
granite columns 20 feet high. The high- 
est elevation we reached was 6,600 feet 
above the sea. Near here is a Hospice- 
branch of the one on St. Bernard, and 
having some of the famous dogs.

descent was rapid and the scenery grand 
beyond description. 
The roa d is wide ! 


enough for two teams to pass easily, bnt 
sometimes we were so near the edge of 
fughttul precipices, with nothing but an 
occassional stone as a guard, that it 
seemed in going round a curve the lum- 
bering old coaches would go over.

the drivers manifested no fear nnd urged 
the horses on to greater speed.

bciag so rocky that ar the steeps hills wo 
had to get out aud walk as tho horses 
could do no moro than draw the wagon' 


The most of us rode in two wheeled 


dog carts, and we presented a very ludic- 
rous appearance, I can assure you. As 
we passed through the villages, the 
in- 


habitants Hooked to the windows and 
side-walks, Children, cheered older peo- 
ple looked on in amazement, and I sup- 
pose it was as interesting a eight to them 
as a circus procession is to a Wisconsin 
community. Wo came sailing into Cha- 
monixjm stylo and are now nicely quarter- 
ed

Mont 


Blanc. 
To-day 
is 
very hot, bnt 


within sight, and easy walking distonco 
is perpetual enow and ice. 
To-morrow

day drive fifty miles to Geneva. 
We aro 


both unusually well, and while there is 
considerable hard work connected with 
tho trip, we feel that we are amply repaid 
Cor every exertion.

Russian Reforms. 


If we may trust the telegrams from 


St. Petersburg—and they have the ap- 
pearancn of being semi-oflicial—Alexan- 
der III. has at last decided to make a 
virtue of grim necessity by "granting 
reforms." What these sire to be is not 
stated, or even remotely intimated; nor, 
if wo understand it, will they be def- 
linitcly known until the coronation, 
which, "because of the impossibility of 
completing preparations earlier," has 
been postponed for a year. This excuse 
for delay will deceive no one except tho 
ignorant masses for whom it is mainly 
intended. The coronation, which must 
occur at Moscow, had been fixed for 
next September or October, but rumors 
of action on the part of the Nihilists 
which might convert the festivities into 
an. extensive funeral, caused the aban- 
donment of the original plan, ana an- 
nouncement of indefinite postponement 
was made two or three weeks ago. 
Since 


then it would seem as if the Czar had 
been studying how he could make this 
necessary ceremonial any safer in 183:3 
than it would be in 1882, and has thially 
reached the conclusion that tho promise 
of reforms may enable him to go to his> 
ancient capital and return without a 
salute of death-dealing dynamite. In 
other words, he has decided to change 
his policy toward those who killed his 
father and have threatened his own life, 
and as they cannot bo crushed, to see if 
they cannot bo conciliated. For his own 
sake, and still more for the sake of his 
subjects, we hope he may be successful, 
but of course the prospects of success 
cannot be estimated with any degree of 
accuracy until the character and extent 
of the reforms are published to tho world. 
Meanwhile a brief glance at one or two 
of the elements of a diilicult and dan- 
gerous problem may be interesting. 


The peasants constitute the great bulk 


of the Russian population, and upon 
their blind and submissive loyalty, the 
result of combined ignorance and super- 
j 


stition, Russian autocracy has heretofore 
rested secure. But of late years certain 
causes have tended to weaken tho foun- 
dations of the mighty superstructure. 
The first of these, curiously enough, is 
the act of emancipation, which, by trans- 
forming tho serfs into freemen, gave 
them opportunities for picking up a few 
grains of knowledge through change of 
residence 
and 
communication 
with 


strangers. Moreover, the act not only 
confirmed tho old communal system, 
which is the basis of rural society in Rus- 
sia, but gave to tho peasants as an in- 
alienable possession a portion of tho 
lands belonging to their former masters. 
The nobles were paid for their lost prop- 
erty by the State, and the latter reim- 
bursed itself by a special lax upon the 
new proprietors. The moaning of this 
tax the peasant did not understand, sup- 
posing it to be merely for the support of 
tho State and not—as' it really was—his 
own indirect 
payment for what he 


thoiight a free gift. The general im- 
presision among tho emancipated class 
was that they had been for centuries de- 
prived of what rightfully belonged to 
them, and that the Czar had finally 
recognized this fact by restoring part 
of the land to them. 
Indeed, many 


of them believed, and still believe, 
that the Cuar gave them alt the laud, 
and that they have 
boon and 
are 


kept out of it by the tricks of the nobles. 
Here, then, we have a sense of wrong 
which, however unfounded, is potent for 
mischief and is being utilized accordingly 
Tjy the secret revolutionary agents who 
arc now penetrating the country in every 
direction. 
Tho Turkish war,- too, con- 


tributed to tho disaffection. The soldiers 
in that war, drawn from the peasantry, 
learned from Ihc gossip of the camp ami 
by tho necessary movements of the 
campaign that 
neighboring 
nations 


were better oft in many respects than 
they were, having larger freedom and 
more solid prosperity ; and these crude 
though pregnant ideas had the natural 
efl'ect of unsettling the hereditary faith in 
their own political and social institutions 
—which scepticism the soldier, when 
the war was over, communicated to his 
friends and acquaintances at home. 
In 


this way seeds of discontent have been 
planted which are liable at any moment 
to produce a troublesome harvest. Last, 
but far from least, is that matchless mis- 
sionary of popular progress and enlight- 
enment, the railway. At the time or the 
Crimean war there was butono railway in 
all Russia, and that only fifteen or twenty 
miles long. Tho official report of Jan- 
uary 1, 1878, showed 18,114 miles already 
constructed and in operation in European 
Russia, and 1,110 in process of construc- 
tion. Since then new lines have been 
opened, and the total cannot now be 
much less than 20,000 miles, supplement- 
ed by at least 40,000 miles of telegraph 
lines, where twenty-five years ago there 
was not a single mile. 


It is needless to say, in view of Ihesc 


facts, that tho Russia of Alexander III. 
is much harder to govern on the princi- 
ples of autocrat absolutism than was the 
Russia of Nicholas; and Ihc difficulties 
of government wo increasing every yeai 
—every day. 
If the present Czar grants 


reforms it is because he cannot safely do 
otherwise ; yet nothing he is likely to do 
will satisfy the party from which he has 
most to fear. 
No constitutional govern- 


ment ho can consent to will meet the de 
mauds of the Nihilists, and from al 
that can be learned of their programme 
it is impracticable under the existing 
order of things. Monarchy must <jive 
way to a republic of the most radica 
type before that programme can !»3 car 
rled out; and therefore the probabilities 
are that Alexander will, by the promis 
ed reforms, only strengthen the powc 
and prestige of his enemies and corrcs 
pondingly weaken his own.—St. Loui. 
Republican. 


Breaches of Etiquette at Court, 


There is a story going round in civic 


circles to the effect that a lady distin- 
guished in that social world of which the 
Mansion House is the center, committed 
a strange and most inexcusable breaoh 
of etiquette, on the occasion of tho recent 
visit of the Queen to Epping forest. Tho 
lady had to make a small presentation 
to her Majesty, and instead of kissing 
tho royal hand, she shook it vigor- 
ously! I never heard of but one other 
person who made a similar mistake, and 
that was a young student of Trinity 
College, Dublin—now tho staid vicur of 
a parish in Cheshire—whom nervousness 
overcame when ho was first introduced 
to the presence of royalty. Hudson, we 
know, once ottered his arm to the Queen, 
but hor Majesty, thinking, doubtless, 
that the "railway king" had matters on 
his mind more important than court 
etiquette, accepted it with smiling grace.

Cnickcn Cholera. 


However unimportant tho death of B 


uino-le chicken may seem, when a disease 
like the chicken cholera makes its ap- 
pearance in sections where much poultry 
is raised, the loss iu the aggregate 
amounts to no inconsiderable sum. 
It 


becomes, then, tha duty of every one to 
know the symptoms of the diseases and 
its best mode of treatment. 
It is undoubtedly occasioned by micro- 


scopic orn-anisms developed in the intes- 
tine?, whTch pass into the blood, and are 
there rapidly multiplied. As soon as 
fowls are attacked oy it they become 
sleepv and languid, the body becomes 
hot and feverish, the temperature to 105 
or 110 degrees, and tho circulation is 
impaired, in consequence of which the 
comb and wattles change their color, 
turning pale or violet and sometimes 
dark. Diarrhoea, if not at first devel- 
oped, very soon sets in. The excrement 
is voided frequently. 
In health the por- 


tion of this that comes from the kidneys 
is white, and mixed with that from the 
the bowels, which is of a darker color. 
When attacked by the cholera they are 
mostly from the kidneys, and are green- 
ish or of n greenish yellow color, chang- 
ing in the latter stages to a dark green. 
Tl?is symptom need never be mistaken. 
An examination after death shows that 
the liver has been affected, and it will 
lie found to bo greatly enlarged, while 
the gall bladder is tilled with a dark- 
colored bile. 
When once established it is doubtful if 


chicken cholera can be cured. Some- 
times in the early stages, when there are 
no symptoms except that of the change 
in the excrement, it is thought that 
strychnine has been serviceable, admin- 
istered homeopathically, giving live or 
six pellets of mix vomica. 
Another 


commended remedy is ten drops of 
tinctured 
Euealvptus globulus, 
four 


grains salt, and half a teaspoonful . of 
ground Cayenne pepper given in a tea- 
spoonful of water. 
But it is to prevention rather than 


cure that we are to look for security 
from this disease. 
As before said, the 


cause is microscopic organisms, or bac- 
teria. This is evacuated, and is liable 
to pass into other fowls who have access 
to it. The first step toward prevention, 
then, is to kill and bury out of sight the 
fowls tirst attacked, or at least to remove 
them from the flock and keep them 
closely quarantined. The chances of

lioir "living are, however, so slight Unit 
iis is scarcely v.-orth tlic trouble. The 
artls and houses should be cleaned of 


imimu-e, and the houses thoroughly 


leansed by washing the walls, ye relics, 
to., with a solution of two pounds of 
iilphimu auid to a btirrcl of water, ap- 
licd with a ooarsc broom or brush. 
3aro iu mixing should bo taken, and the 
,uid added gradually. In a week or ten 
ays, if no death lias occurred, the fowls 
nay be returned, unless some still show 
ignis of prostration. 
As the disease is 


oiitagious only through the virus taken 
mvardly, such treatment of tho stir- 
'oundinn-s may be considered a sure pre- 
•entive of tho disease. M. Pasteur lias 
>roved by a series of experiments that 
jy certain processes 
of inoculation 


jhiekcns may be made sick, but do not 
lie, 
and this, we understand, imikes 


.hem proof against the disease ia the 
'uture. This, however curious and in- 
stniotive it may be, will probably prove 
of little service, as other preventives are 
so available.— N. Y. Sim.

horses should be rich in flesh-formers, 
like clover, hay, beans, peas, oats and 
linseed cake. A few out swedes daily 
aid digestion, and tend to maintain the 
general health. Regularity in feedingis 
sni 'portantpoint. Compared with the 
bulk of tho animal itself the stomach of 
the horse is small, honce it should be fre- 
quently replenished. Long fasts produce 
flatulency aud indigestion. 


Irreguliir Warfare in Africa. 


On the night of Sunday, the 20th, it 


was resolved to strengthen the front by 
ntting a deep ditch, ten feet wide, 
through the road, so that cavalry or ar- 
tillery attempting to rush must halt un- 
der Hank lire, and, that this might be 
more effective, it was arranged to make 
Uio trench angular, tho apex being to- 
ward tho enemy, so that the lire toward 
this apex, which would be well in front 
of the position and 200 feet below it, 
would sweep from both flanks along Die 
obstruction, making a cross-lire in the 
middle of the road. 
It has been said by 


io-norant critics that the Boer works were 
iU laid out and worthless. Here is the 
explanation. 
When the trace was made 


it was discovered at midnight that in tho 
whole Boer camp there were but twenty 
spades, no shovels, and not one pickaxe 
of any sort or shape. 
Regulars led by 


regular officers under such 
circum- 


stances could and would have done but 
little. It would take weeks to send to 
the rear for tools, but defense of some 
kind was necessary. They determined 
to throw up false screens, with their 
faces reversed so that' no enemy attack- 
ing could know what to make of them. 
Accordingly ground was "broke," but 
at three feet hard roek was come to, and 
the labor of 400 men relieving each other 
with but twenty garden spades over an 
intrenchment intended to be 450 feet 
long was found to have been useless. 
Another now and very irregular plan 
was adopted. The Boers determined to 
throw up behind the crest of the "Nek" 
hills, where the ground was soft, several 
mock redoubts and reversed redans of 
clay, not to be held by rillemen, but for 
the purpose of humbugging the scientific 
officers opposed to them. It was fairly 
enough calculated that artillery would 
invariably bo instructed to pound away 
at anything like intrenehments stopping 
the line of attack. Field cornet's llags 
were therefore collected behind the false 
earth-works, to be placed conspicuously 
at intervals along them in case of a gen- 
eral advance, but no men were to occu- 
py those positions. They were chosen 
only to "draw fire," while the defenders 
of the line were placed at distances of 
200 yards on cither or both of their 
Hanks, to lire on storming parlies, and 
also where they would be most useful to 
defend them against turning movements 
which regular troops almost invariably 
make. 
This trick 
was never even 


thought of by tho forces under tho late 
Sir C?eorge Colley. 
Hence, special cor- 


respondents and others, when they did 
n-et a sight of the lino of defense, could 
only conic to the conclusion that these 
redoubts and lines were badly laid out 
by men ignorant of their business.— 
Eraser's Magazine.

Ancient Taper Currency. 


The oldest bank notes are the " flying 


money" or "convenient money," first 
issued in China 2G97 B. C. Originally 
these notes were issued by the treasury, 
but experience dictated a change to the 
system of banks under Government in- 
spection and control. The early Chinese 
" o-reenbacks" were in all essentially 
similar to the modern bank notes, bear- 
ing tho name of the bank, the date of 
issue, the number of the note, the signa- 
ture of tlie ofticial issuing it, indications 
of its value in figures, in words and in 
the pictorial representation of coins or 
heaps of coin equal in amount to its face 
value, and a notice of the pains and pen- 
alties 
for counterfeiting. 
Over and 


above all was a laconic exhortation to In- 
dustry and thrift—"Produce all you can; 
•pond with economy." 
Xho notes were 


printed in blue ink "on paper made from 
the fibre of the mulberry tree. 
One is- 


sued in 1399 is preserved in the Asiatic

Shall its influence continue to exist when 
her labor and society are needed in many 
positions to which at present she is sel- 
dom admitted? 
Would not the very 


presence of women in horticultural so- 
cieties be a benefit to the profession, aid- 
ingin refining its members, anil inducing 
more decorous deportment? We would 
not insinuate that horticulturalists more 
than others need such aid, but in many 
occupations, the members of which have 
not contact with womanly influence, its 
wantisfelt. Thisis no insignificant sub- 
ject, nor one that should be passed over 
carelessly. . We have no desire to dis- 
cuss the question of woman's rights or 
wrongs, but respectfully submit these 
lines in behalf of the general welfare and 
progress of horticulture. 
If our mothers, 


sisters, wives and daughters are so hap- 
pily situated as to be free from any neces- 
sity of labor, we should not forget those 
who arc not so fortunate, but endeavor 
to find for them employments which, 
while they furnish the means of subsist- 
ence, will seem less arduous because of 
their incongeniality. 


Agricultural colleges, present and pro- 


spective, have been well endowed for the 
education of men. 
Would it not 'DC well 


to have in each a horticultural depart- 
ment in. which both sexes may be edu- 
cated? Thousands of women, old and 
young, are now crowding our cities who 
would gladly seek employment in li 
work among the fruitful fields of the 
country if they were permitted to do it.

boat thus becomes a necessary adjunct 
of every person's household; to its dex- 
trous use every child is trained; men, 
women and children aro equally accus- 
tomed. 
Perhaps the most common form 


is a stout skill' about tweuty-fivo feet 
long, turning up very shapely and high 
behind, like a Venetian gondola. It is 
broad in the beam, and two-thirds of its 
length is housed over, leaving a little 
flat deck in front, and a still smaller one 
behind. 
Behind stands tho husband and 


sculls; in front stands the wife, rowing 
and using a boat-hook to help their way 
through the crowds. Tho front of tho 
boat is used for business, passengers or 
cargo. Tho rear third is given up to 
family and domestic furniture. 


For, incredible as it may seem, we 


soon see that each boat is the homo of n 
family, father, mother, girls, and boys ; 
who aro born there, live there, and die 
there. In the day time tho children and 
the furniture aro crowded into a space 
not over four 1'ect square ; at night they 
can spread out over greater surface. I 
looked into these homes with attention, 
and never could onougli wonder or ad- 
mire how closely all was packed, without 
seeming to jostleorpainfully crowd. Also 
bat tho children lived so happily and 
ontentedly in a space no greater than a 
arge-sized Saratoga trunk I It is prob-

Egypt and the Slave Trade. 


Slavery dies hard. There is a strug- 
jlo in Brazil between those who would 
msten the operation of tho gradual 
emancipation law and tho slave owners 
who want to throw obstacles in its way, 
and even render it a dead letter. 
In 


Igypt, after earnest efforts havo been 


made to break np tho slave trade on the 
Tpper Nile, wo find the 
Khedive's 


lEniaters taking tho back track, and 
declaring that slavery is a necessity to 
"Egypt, and that tho efforts in behalf of 
emancipation should be stopped. 
It 


may be that tho protecting x^owers of 
~!urope rnay conclude from this that 


tho bas'est of kingdoms" needs re- 


modeling, and call for a Ministerial 
change. 
The export of slaves from the 


west coast in European and American 
vessels has been stopped, but Arab 
dhows still carry off loads of victims 
'rom some of the obscure parts of the 
east coast. Not long ago a bravo British 
naval officer lost liis life in a light with 
one of these semi-piratical craft. In the 
jitcrior, as in former clays, caravans of 
poor wretches are still gathered, yoked 
iogethcr, half starved and boaten, to bo 
carried to the seaboard with tho hope of 
smuggling them off to Arabia. 
The 


emancipation of tho slaves in the Portu- 
gese colonies, 
IK .rover imperfectly 


:arried out, the pi'' 
es of tho Bultan of 


Zanzibar to Englr. .1, and the past policy 
of Egypt, all unite to show, however, 
;hat light is breaking after years of 
darkness. Tho opening of the continent 
;o legitimate business, which is steadUy 
joiug on, will also hasten the destruction 
jf slavery. 
There is much to bo done, 


lowever, and the Egyptian reaction will 
30 a source of trouble. The sentiment 
of Christendom is nevertheless so strong 
and united that the Khedive and his 
Jabinet will be brought to terms and 
'orcecl to keep their promises. But for 
;ho threatened uprising of the fanatical 
Moslems wo should expect to hear of an 
.immediate and vigorous protest against 
;he declaration i:i favor of perpetuating 
lumanbondage. — Cincinnati Gazette.

Defective Hearing in Children. 


. Di. Weil, of Stuttgart, has dnrin&the 
last year examined -1,500 school-chilaren 
in reference to their henrng. Tho ex- 
amination, which included boys and 
girls of all social clnoses, yielded the 
following results; (1.) A normal ear 
can in a quiet neighborhood hear whis- 
pering of ordinary loiidnoss at a distance 
of twenty to twenty-iivo metres ; (2) de- 
fects of hearing are exceedingly common 
—in the public awhuols 30 per cent ol 
the children were found to _have imper- 
fect hearing in one ear, while a still lar- 
ger perccr.ttigo were found not normal ; 
(3) among the children of well-to-do par- 
ents the figures- are more favorable than 
among those of the poor ; (d) the per- 
centage of defective hearing increases 
with age ; (o) country schools yield re- 
latively bettor results than city schools. 
Most of those whoso healing had been 
found abnormal had never been, subjected 
to any treatment, and many had no sus- 
picion even of their failing just as in 
cases of color-blindness. Not a few oi 
these children had boon considered and 
treated as " inattentive ;"' and justice 
demands that in future every " inatten- 
tive " child be examined with reference 
to its oars.— Vienna Neuo Frcie Presse.

to be exercising a good many people, and 
the matter is being iadustrioiisly dis- 
cussed. Mr. Haskius, of the Wisconsin 
State Telephone Company has 
tele- 


graphed here, asking if the sentiment o£ 
the people is with the council. It would 
be difficult to tell which direction the 
sentiment of the people has taken, ex- 
cept that it is generally in favor of hav- 
ing the proposed improvements. Several 
have freely expressed themselves ou the 
subject, and declared that the action of 
the council in selling the privilege of 
erecting poles, for two free telephones, 
was rather small business.

'The couuol will surely not stultify 


themselves by rescinding their action." 


'Why waa it insisted ' that the city 


should bo given two tslephouos?" 


'It is just this. Tlie people who object 


to that forget that the mombera of the 
common council lose their individuality 
as members of the council. 
To |us per- 


sonally these two 'phones would be of no 
boneiir, but wo thought that in giving n 
valuable privileges to the company, the 
city should at least bo favored in some 


way. 
'ihoso telephones are to bo placed 


in the engine houses, where in tho ab- 
sence of a fire alarm telegraph, they will 
be of great use. The committee who 
framed the resolution nnd the couccil 
never imagined that the company would 
object, inasmuch as these two additional 
instruments would be ot very Httle extra 
expense to kthem, not enough to be of 
comparative appreciation," 


"Do you think that the company ob- 


jects to giving the two 'phones, or are 
dissatisfied with the regulation that tho 
city should retain a supervisory con- 
trol?" 


•'It looks very small for a wealthy cor- 


poration controlling a business which 
so enormous a profit, to protest against 
allowing the city two instruments free of 
charge. It is likuly that they object to 
the clauses giviug tho oily power to re- 
move the poles, and direct whore the 
lines shall be run." 


"Why was that incorporated?" 
"Simply because the committee consid- 


ered it necessary. In view ot the fact 
that Jaucsville is a growing city it may 
become 
uecesaaay 
in 
the 


future to make a change in this regard, 
aud wo did not propose to give an un- 
qualified right to tho company to do us 
they pleased. All large cities are con- 
tending that telegraph and telephone 
wires shall bo placed underground, and 
before long, there will be uo unsightly 
poles in those cities." 


His Honor Mayor CroCt, thought that 


the company coald afford to donate the 
two'phones. A few gentlemen outside of 
tho council believed that the objection- 
able provision could just as well have 
been left out. 


It is probable, however, the existing 


difficulties will bo arranged, the poles 
erected, nail*tho improvements put in 
operation. 


Dr. W. H. Palmer, tho local representa- 


tive of the Telephone Company was seen 
this morning and asked: 


"Is the objection ot the company based 


on the demp.nd of tue city for two tele- 
phones ?" 


"Yes, that is the principal reason'?" 
"Then the other rcstiictioua arc not 


considered onerous?" 


"No not particularly. After tho poles 


are once up, there will be no trouble. Ot 
course the company does not propose to 
jpaint those poles not ou any thorough- 
faro, or out in the suburbs." 


" Will tho matter be compromised?" 
"That will depend upon the action of 


the council. As it stands now, Jauesvillo 
will be left out. Of course the system 
now in operation will be contiutied, but 
no improvements will bo made, and while 
the other towns in tho county and vicin- 
ity will bo connected, Jonosvillo will bo 
left out of the circuit. 


Mr. C. W. Hodson expressed consid- 


erable opposition to the action of the 
council, nnd thought more inducement 
should be given to a public enterprise 
which would redound to the interests of 
business men and the public generally. 
Others as strongly protested that the 
council had acted right in the matter, 
that the company would derive more 
pecuniary benefit than the city.
